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Senators' anti-beef comments draw fire 


The president of the Kan¬ 
sas Livestock Assn, said he 
is ■‘appalled" nt the state¬ 
ments of four U.S. Senators 
who nppenred on ABC tele¬ 
vision's "Good Morning, 
America" program making 
dietary recommendations to 
the American people, in¬ 
cluding that they oat less 
beef for health reasons. 

Jack Vanicr, Brookville, 
said that the four senators; 
Dole of Kansas, McGovern 
of South Dakota, Kennedy 
of Massachusetts and Percy 
of Illinois; in their dis¬ 
cussions of a recent report 
published by the Senate 
select committee on nutri¬ 
tion "showed a great deal of 
arrogance, even suggesting 
that farmers and cattlemen 
need to be educated." 

"I'm especially shocked 
and disappointed that the 
three farm-state Senators 
did not speak up in defense 
of the livestock industry 
which is number one here in 
Senator Dole's state of 
Kansus, and probably close, 
if not numberoue, in Illinois 
and South DakoLn, *' he said. 

Vanicr said that a number 
of organizations, including 
those of the livestock in¬ 
dustry such as the National 
Live Stock nnd Meat Board, 
have been studying and 


compiling clinical evidence 
of possible diet-health links 
for decades. He summed up 
their findings by quoting 
Dr. George V. Mann, a 
leading heart researcher 
from Vanderbilt University, 
ns saying recently in 
Wichita that "the coercion 
of the public into buying 
certain kinds of food and 
avoiding others to reduce 
risk of heart attacks is based 
on a false premise." 

Vanier said, "Recent 
work done at the University 
of Georgia has shown that 
animal fat does not, and, in 
fact cannot, raise the level 
of cholesterol in the body. 
Even unclinical population 
statistics show that for a 
five-year period ending in 
1972, coronary deaths went 
down while meat consump¬ 
tion went up," 

"The simple fact.” he 
said, "is that there is no 
clinical evidence on which to 
suggest to the American 
people these kinds of 
changes in their diets. If 
these Senators really want 
to help, and not just give the 
appearance of helping, they 
should demand that their 
committee publish an un¬ 
biased study of all the facts 
on diet and health. In the 
meantime, they should not

Record low beef spending causes alarm

Beef industry leaders ex¬ 
pressed alarm over govern¬ 
ment figures released Feb. 
8 showing Lhat Americans 
spent an all-time low per¬ 
centage of their disposable 
income on beef in the last 
quarter of 1976. 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture put the total at 
2.27%, and noted industry 
analyst William C. Helming 
snid "This figure raises a 
bright red flag for tiio in¬ 
dustry." In fact, the analyst 
termed it "the most signi¬ 
ficant single event of the 
year for the heef industry." 

Helming is president of 
Livestock Business Ad¬ 
visory Services, Inc.. Kan¬ 
sas City, Mo. He said every 


cattleman should be con¬ 
cerned about this drop in 
consumer spending, and 
every cattleman has □ stake 
in the proposed beef market 
development program, 
aimed at retaining the mar¬ 
ket for beef, if not in¬ 
creasing it. 

He added that the self- 
help program is coming 
ulong "none loo early, if not 
two yenrs loo late." 

Helming also said "To¬ 
day's report suggests that a 
major change in consumer 
preference for beef may be 
in the making." 

He stressed that he did 
not wont to speculate about 
future beef demand. But, he 
said, the figures "clearly 


Retail prices show no change 


Average retail beef prices 
in mid-February showed no 
change from the previous 
month, and they were vir¬ 
tually the same ns a year 
earlier, the American Na¬ 
tional Cattlemen’s Assn. re¬ 
ported. 

The association’s 19-city 
survey of super markets 
showed that the national 
average price of five repre¬ 
sentative heef cuts on Feb. 


10 was $1.40 lb., unchanged 
from the January average. 

This year's February 
average was 2 cents higher 
than the $1.38 average for 
February, 1976. 

"Wo still have large pro¬ 
duction of beef nnd other 
meals," said Wruy Finney, 
ANCA president, "nnd this 
has kept meat prices rela¬ 
tively low for some time.

Court hooked: 


Case may decide if stockmen have 
power over private property fishing 


Agriculture Secretary Bob Bergland said Hint the Con¬ 
tinental Illinois National Bnnk of Chicago’s plan to base 
mutual fund investments on farmland rather than stocks is 
pnrt of "a bigger national problem." 

Bergland said such big business investment in farmland 
could lead to the destruction of the family farmer, and 
accordingly he is drafting a letter to the Internal Revenue 
Service asking for a delay of a lax exemption ruling on the 
investment scheme. The land investment could qualify as 
inx exempt since it would be offered to pension funds and 
profit sharing plans. 

Bergland said he is hoping to delay the ruling until USDA 
can study the effect of such big business investments on the 
family farmers, a study which he expects would take until 
July. He $aid that tax laws concerning exemptions may 
have to be changed astjie result of such a study. 


A district court decision 
affecting the future of fish¬ 
ing on private property in 
Colorado Is a month or two 
away after a trial on tres¬ 
passing charges in Hot Sul¬ 
phur Springs, Colo. 

Three fishermen are 
charged with third-degree 
trespassing, a petty of¬ 
fense, in an incident last 
July when they were fishing 
from homemade rafts on the 
Colorado River near Krem- 
rnling, Colo. 

Grand County rancher 
Con Ritschard had the 
fishing party cited for tres¬ 
passing when they floated 
onto a part of the river that 


runs through his ranch. 

Outcome of the case—a 
conviction Is sure to bo ap¬ 
pealed—is expected to 
settle the question of whe¬ 
ther or not ranchers can 
regulate who can use rivers 
that flow through their 
property. 

District Judge Claus 
Hume heard arguments in 
the case and is expected to 
make a decision on the - 
trespassing charges in one 
to two months. 

Charged are David Em- 
mert, a Greeley, Colo., 
attorney, and two other 
men. A similar . charge .

dropped because he is a for¬ 
eign national.

“Because of continuing 
financial losses in the cattle 
industry, there have been 
herd liquidations and cut¬ 
backs in cattle numbers that 
eventually will bring re¬ 
duced beef supplies and 
higher prices. For now, 
though, beef prices contin¬ 
ue to lag behind increases in 
most other food items." 

Finney said that the se¬ 
vere winter weather in the 
eastern part of the nation 
has been a disruptive fac¬ 
tor-slowing cattle growth, 
increasing feed costs and 
causing deaths among new¬ 
born calves in the South. 

Meanwhile, he said, a 
continuation of drouth — 
which already has badly 
hurt many western cattle¬ 
men—could reduce 1977 
pasture and crop produc¬ 
tion. In the short term, this 
could cause still more herd 
liquidation, increase beef 
supplies and probably lower 
prices. But it would cause 
still sharper reductions in 
beef supplies later. From 
birth to market in beef 
production, 11? to 2 years 
may elapse; thus, most of 
the effects of changes in the 
basic herd size are not felt 
by the public for some time. 

ANCA's 5-cut average for 
February increased in 11 
cities and decreased in 8. 
Ground beef, sirloin steak 
and chuck roast prices 
averaged lower in Febru¬ 
ary, while T-bone steak and 
round steak averaged high¬ 
er. 

Cattle Euid wholesale beef 
prices rose late in 1976, but 
otherwise they have not 
shown much change for 
several months. 

Average retail beef prices 
vary among cities because 
of differences in wage rates, 
transportation costs, types 
of beef and the Eimount of 
"price speclaling "

ASA names BDT's Barron an honorary Simmentaler

After being named an 
honorary member of the 
American Simmental A9sn., 
O.J. "Jim" Barron Jr. did 
what he'9 done best for over 
a year now—speak on the 
importance of the passage 
of the Beef Research and 
Information Act. , 

Burron, owner-operator 
of the Spur Headquarters 
Ranch, Spur, Texas, is an 
everyday cattleman who has 
given up all of his time to get 
the word out to other cat¬ 
tlemen about the Beef 
Development Taskforce 
check-off plan. He is a dir¬ 
ector of the American Na¬ 
tional Cattlemen's Assn., 
and chairman of the BDT. 
And he was in Jackson, 
Miss., to talk to even more 
cattlemen at the annual 
ASA convention. 

"Its not easy to get 
cattlemen to work together 
—they like being rugged in¬ 
dividualists. And its even 
harder to get money out of 
them," Barron began. The 
BR1A is an industry self- 
help program that will en¬ 
able an "everyone-pays-a- 
fair-share” system to fin¬ 
ance its own research, con¬ 
sumer education, producer 
information, promotion and 
market development pro¬ 
grams. 

Key points of the plan 
include: 

• Uniform collection. Ev¬ 
ery producer pays a fair 
share. The program must be 
legislated and approved by 
two-thirds of the producers 
voting in the referendum. 

Repercussions 

In Dick Crow's Com¬ 
ments column this week, 
Jess Egurrola lists seven 
remedies he believes will 
lead to profitability in the 
cattle feeding industry. 
Listed below are the reper¬ 
cussions Egurrola feels the 
remedies may produce. 

1) Implementing these 
ideas to solve the problem is 
not going to be easy.

Brush fires kill 
millions in stock
